SAC Council Votes 
To Rescind Motion 


At this week’s council meeting 
a startling bit of parliamentary 
procedure was used to rescind the 
controversial - motion concerning 
honorary student body cards. 

Bill Thomas, Sophomore Pres- 
ident, introduced this motion, “I 
move that the motion passed on 
April 25 concerning the honorary 
student body cards be rescinded 
on the grounds that it violates the 
by-laws of the' ASB Constitution, 
besides being unethical.” 

Thomas based his arguments 
on the fact that the by-laws state 


that motions pertaining to ps or- 
ary student body cards must ha 
unanimous consent of the 8 
Council. When it was Prove 

the motion on the 25th did nof re- 
ceive a unanamous vote the 
motion to rescind the motion and 

uphold the by-laws passed by a 
18-4 vote.

action. To admit a mistake is often times painful.
